OHIO'SJ^BERG. 


The Bnekeye Bepnbh'ean State Conven- 
tion Indorae Senator Sherman 
for President—The Plat- 
form Adopted. 


Dattoh, O., April 19.—The conven- 
tion was called to order at 10 a. m. by 
the temporary chairman. Gen. J. War- 
ren Keif er. The permanent offioers are: 
Chairman, Hon. E. L. Lampson; secre- 
tary, Alex 0. Cain; 
aergeant-at-arms, 
Alfred Eesler. 


Hob. E. L. Lampson, the permanent 
chairman, was introduced and made an 
extended address. 
The report of the 
committee on rules and order of busi- 
ness provided that the nominations be 
made thus: Secretary of state, judge of 
supreme court, member of boar i of 
public works, four delegatea-at-large, 
four alternates, two presidential electors- 
at large. The report was adopted. 


pon. Charles Foster, chairman of the 
committee on resolutions, read the re- 
port. 


THB FLATFOBX. 


The republican party of Ohio, in con* 
vention, re affirming the platform of 
1887, at Toledo, present the following 
electional declarations: 


First. 
Free, untrammeled suffrage 
lies at the foundation of the republic; 
its restoration by every constitutional 
means in the states where it has been 
overthrown or impaired, and its main- 
tenance everywhere, is our settled and 
determined purpose. 
We denounoe the 
democratic party for its nullification of 
the war amendments to the constitution, 
whereby republicans of the south are 
practically denied a voice in the govern- 
ment of the nation, and the power of the 
democrats of that section is unlawfully 
augmented. 
We charge the democratic 
party is now in the enjoyment of power 
confessedly procuifed by an unlawful 
suppression 
of 
the 
elective fran- 
chise in the southern states. 
We affirm 
that the acceptance of power thru se- 
cured is for the apparent purpose of the 
party to continue the methods men- 
tioned, and its shameless defense of 
criminals, who in the states of Maine, 
Illinois, ¿idiana and Ohio have sought 
to stifie popular will by frauds and for- 
geries, justify us in charging that it has 
practically become, in a national sense, 
an organized conspiracy against free 
and fair elections, believing that to de- 
prive the legally qualified voter of his 
franchise or impair the pubUc confi- 
dence in the fairness of a count, is to 
weaken and ultimately destroy free in- 
stitutions. 


Second. 
We favor such economic 
legislation aa will protect all American 
industries that can be profitably pursued 
by American citizens. 
We denounce all 
efforts to open those markets to compe- 
tition with cheap labor and the abundant 
capital of foreign nations as h stiie to 
the interests of labor and destructive to 
national and individual prosperity. 
Me 
regard the last annual messf^e of the 
president, and the recent action of the 
majority of the ways and means com- 
mittee, as a direct and open assault 
upon these industries. 


Third. 
It is the duty of congress to 
pass and of the president to appro'^e, a 
wise, just, comprehensive pension bill, 
giving relief to disabled veteran soldiers, 
subsistance to the helpless widows and 
orphans of deceased soldiers, without re- 
gard to the time when the disability was 
incurred or the cause of death. 


Fourth. 
The people of Ohio unquali- 
fiedly condemn the refusal of the demo- 
cratic 
majority 
of 
the 
house of 
representatives 
to 
permit 
the pas- 
sage of a direct tax refunding bill« 
paBsed 
by 
the 
republican 
senate, 
which was 
a 
proposition 
to repay 
to the loyal states, without interest, the 
money paid by them at the beginning 
of the war to aid in suppressing the re- 
bellion and cancel the unpaid balance, 
principal und interest, due from the 
rebel states upon said taxes, and we de- 
nounce as treacherous and cowardly the 
surrender of the northern democrats in 
congress to the small minority of ex- 
confederates and their allies, and the 
abandonment of the bill, which if passed, 
would have contributed nearly a million 
and a half of dollars to the relief of the 
tax payers of Oiiio. 


Fifth. We commend and endorse the 
administration of Governor Foraker. 


Sixth. 
We endorse the legislation of 
the present general assembly. 


Seventh. 
The republicans of Ohio 
recognize the merits, services and abil- 
ities of the statesmen who have been 
mentionel for the republican nomina- 
tion for the presidency and are loyal to 
any one who may be selected. 
We pre- 
sent John Sherman to the country as 
emktently qualified and fitted for the 
duties of that exalted office and the del- 
egates to the republican national con- 
vention, this day selected, are directed 
to use all honorable means to secure his 
nomination as president of the United 
States. 


Another resolution was added pledge 
ing its support to the soldiers' and Sf^- 
ors' home and to the Ohio soldiers' and 
aailora' orphans' home. 


The resolutions were adopted without 
amendment and with applause, which 
was augmented by the unvailing of a 
portrait of John Sherman, suspended 
over the center of the stage. 


At this point the convention listened 
to several songs from the glee clubs, the 
burden of which was Sherman for presi- 
dent.

James Burkett, of Hancock county; J. 
P. Bradbury, of Athens county; John 
A. Price, of Logan county. Judge Brad- 
bury was nominated (m the first ballot, 
many counties changing to him before 
the result was announced. 


For member of the board of public 
works. Wells S. Jones, of Jackson coun- 
ty, Henry Karb, of Hamilton oounty, 
and F. J. MeCullough, of I ^ a n coun- 
ty, were placed in nomination. 
Jones 
waa nominated on the first ballot, the 
others withdrawing. 


For the four delegates at large to the 
Chicago convention, the convention first 
suspended the rules and selected Gov- 
ernor Foraker, then named Asa H 
Bnshnell, Charles Foster, Wm. McEin- 
ley, Ben Butterworth and John S. At- 
wood (colored), and the rules 
were 
changed so the vote for the three names 
was on one ballot. 


The ballot resulted: Buehnell, 876; 
Foster, 577; McKinley, 543; Butter- 
worth, 440; Atwood, 213, 
Foster, Mc- 
Kinley and Butterworth were declared 
elected. 


This result was reached after consider- 
able discussion over the fact^that four of 
the candidates had received more than 
a majority of votes. 
Mr. Asa H. Bnsh- 
nell settled the matter by withdrawing 
his name. 
Of the four altemates-at- 
large, Bobert Harlam and C. L. Max- 
well, both colored, were elected by ac- 
clamation. 


Upon a ballot being taken Frank 
Bacid, of Perry county, and L. 
W. 
Brown, of Fulton county, were chosen. 
For the other two alternates for electors 
at large, A. H. Matto, of Hamilton 
county, and L H. Lampson, 
were 
chosen by acclamation. 
Adjourned at 
2:45 p.m. 


WASHINGTON. 


Eehoes From the National Capital—Con- 
gres^ifonal Proceedings. 


Washinoton, April 19.—In the house 
yesterday, Mr. Crary, of Kentucky, sub- 
mitted the conference report upon a bill 
authorizing the president to arrange a 
conference between the United States 
and the South and Central America re- 
publics, Haytl, San Domingo and the 
Empire of Brazil, and the report was 
agreed to. 
The next bill called up was 
that to create boarder of arbitrution for 
the settlement of controversies and dif- 
ferences between inter state commerce, 
common carriers and employes as it was 
considered in the committee of the 
whole. 
On motion of Mr. Cannon, of 
Illinois, the sixth section which provides 
for the appointment by the president of 
boards of arbitration was amended by 
substituting the word 
''commissioners" 
for "arbitrator" 
and 
"decision" for 
'award." The bill passed. 


The house committee on agriculture, 
at its meeting, received the briefs of 
the attorneys on the refined lard inves 
tigation, and agreed to take up the bill 
for the final action at its next meeting, 
one week from to-day. 
The committee 
also fixed Saturday for hearing argu- 
ments on the Uatch-Enloe bills prohib- 
iting speculation in farm products on 
boards of trade. 
The question of the 
constitutionality of the proposition will 
be argued by attorneys representing the 
leading boards of trade of the country. 


DEMOORATIO CAUCIT=I. 


Pursuant to call, the democratic mem- 
bers of the bouse met in cancas last 
night to consider the length of time 
during which debate on the tariff bill 
shall continue. 
The caucus was well st- 
tended and 110 members were present, 
includiog Speaker Carlisle and 
Mr. 
Randall. 
No spirit of controversy was 
developed, and a very moderate tone 
characturized the speeches on the ques- 
tion. 
It was generally admitted that 
the 
republican 
minority 
should 
be afforded the fullest and freest oppor- 
tunity to discuss and amend the bill. 
The caucus closed by adopting che fol- 
lowing resolution: 


Besolved, That the democratic mem- 
bers of the ways and means committee 
be requested to confer with their associ- 
ates on the committee and endeavor to 
reach an agreement as to the time dur- 
ing which the debate on the tariff bill 
shall continue. 
It Ih the understanding 
that another caucas will be held after 
the democrats of the ways and meann 
committee shall have ascertained the 
feeling of their republican associates in 
the matter at which a definite order of 
business will be arrauged.

Hiss Cella Evard, A Bright School 
Teacher, Burned to Death 
Within Sight of Her 
Poptis. 


Out in the northwest comer of Milan 
township is situate 
the 
"Fitzgerald 
school," so styled because it adjoins the 
farm home of Mr. Wm. Fitzgerald. 


Miss Bertha Celia Evard, the bright 
and 
accomplished 
daughter of Mr. 
James Evard, of St. Joe township, until 
yesterday presided over the deetinies of 
that country school house. 


Dreaming little of danger, she saluted 
the bright-faced, happy students yes- 
terday morning 
and 
pursued 
the 
studies with even more ardor than usual. 
Dinner time passed, the afternoon vaca- 
tion came and with it dire consequences. 


All but a few of the scholars were 
playing m the yard, and toying with 
the smaller ones Miss Evard stood with 
her back toward the stove. 


With a piercing shriek 
and shrill 
out-cry for help Miss Evard turned from 
the Btove to find her dress ablaze. 


"Help me! Throw water on mel" 
cried the unfortunate girl, but the terror 
stricken school children fled from her 
sight. 


The flames ensconsed her person by 
this time and smarting under the inde- 
scribable yain she fled from the build- 
ing, 
The open air and stirring breeae 
fanned the fire to fury and enveloped in 
a blaze, the frenzied woman ran up the 
road to a farm house, some twenty rods 
away. 


On either side of the highway were 
streams of surface water, in which she 
might have smothered her burning gar- 
ments, but the agonies of death were 
upon her. 


Beaching the farm gate she fell ex- 
hausted and the fire fastened its deadly 
faDgs deep into her flesh, turning it to 
ashes and exposing the whitened bones 
and matilatod form of a girl that a few 
moments before was the embodiment of 
beaaty and loveliness. 


Every stitch of clothing was burned 
off her body, her hair was scorched from 
her head, and th^ shoes on her feet were 
devoured by the fiery elements. 


She was carried to a house, cared for 
and nursed, but her case was beyond 
hnzhan skill and writhing in pain she 
died at 5 o'clock last evening. 


Miss Evard lies at her father's home, 
seven ^iles out on the HicksviJle road. 
Her funeral occurs to-morrow and Bev. 
Mr. Bacher, late of Grace Reformed 
church, has been telegraphed to come 
and preach the funeral sermon. 


The case is awfully aed and to Mr. and 
Mrs. Evard profound sympathy is die. 


BREWERS EXODUS. 


The Med Employed in a Number of Cin- 
cinnati Breweries Leafe Their 
Posts This Morning. 


CiNOiNNATi, April 19.—A short time 
ago t\í c» brewers were discharged by the 
Cincinnoti brewery for cause. 
The 
Brewers' union demanded their uncon- 
ditional reinstatement, and this the boss 
brewers refused to do. 
Last night the 
owners of breweries distributed a circu- 
lar among their employes, stating that 
hereafter they would not negotiate with 
the Brewers' union, but with the mem- 
bers of it as men. 


This forenoon there was consequently 
a pretty general exodus of workmen 
from the breweries. 
The men went out 
from the following breweries: The Oeo. 
Weber company, the Gambrinas, the 
Bellevue. the J. Walker, the Lockman, 
Foss-Schneider, Windisch, Muhlhausen, 
Lion brewery, the Judge, the Germania 
and the Herancourt. 


Not more than 400 men are involved 
in this strike. 
It may grow larger be- 
fore sundown.

their fears were groundless, even with 
Governor Warmonth, a notorious carpet- 
bagger, as the republican leader. 


Govbrnob Gray continues to be over- 
run with commissions for 
notaries, 
peace justices and similar petty offices, 
and he is having a busy time attaching 
his Signatare to the several thousand 
certificates which must be sent out. Al- 
together there are over 4,000 notaries in 
the state, over 2,600 peace officers, 644 
county officers, 100 judges and fifty 
prosecutors, besides the state officers, 
trustees of the various benevolent and 
penal institutions, officers of the militia, 
etc. A record of all these commissions is 
kept in the governor|s office, giving not 
only the time when the incumbent was 
elected, but also the date of the certifi 
cate, and any of these can be readily 
found. 


Thb republicans of Indiana met in all 
the districts to «day to select delegates to 
the national convention, and under the 
master hand of Chairman Houston, of 
their state central committee, the ar- 
raiigements have been perfected for the 
selection of uncompromising Harrison 
men and the adoption of a resolution in 
each convention declaring him to be the 
choice of Indiana republicans for the 
presidency. 
The resolution was pre- 
pared under the immediate direction of 
Mr. Harrison, and a copy has been sent 
to his most trusted lieutenant in each of 
the districts, with instructions to force 
its adoption at all hazards. 
In the Fort 
Wayne and Evansville districts the pro- 
posed action is regarded with some op- 
position, and many of the pronounced 
friends of Harrison feel that such a pro- 
gram is unwise, and say they will unite 
with the supporters of Gresham and Por- 
ter in defeating it, though the chances 
of their success are not flattering.

Probably a major- 
ity of revenue reformers would be will- 
ing to stand upon the following plat- 
form, which was laid down by James A. 
Garfield in a speech made by him in the 
ower honse of congress: " I hold that 
a properly adjusted competition between 
home and foreign products is the best 
gauge by which to regulate internation- 
al trade. 
Duties should be so high that 
our manufactarers can fairly compete 
with the foreign product, bat not so 
high as to drive out the foreign article, 
enjoy a monopoly of the trade and rego- 
late the price as they please. 
I am for 
protection that leads to nltlmate free 
trade. 
I am for that free trade which 
can only be achieved by a reasonable 
protection."

It is only fair to Ingalls to record that 
he evinces no compimctioas qualms over 
his escapade. He has neither explained, 
recanted nor mollified the perversion of 
fact, the desecration of the grave or the 
distortiou of history. Quite the contrary. 
He has reiterated his indecencies and even 
extended them. 


To justify his fishwife onslaught upon 
the president, he revives the adjectives 
that were employed by the hot headed, 
thoughtless partisans during the Lincoln 
campaigns. 
But even if this were a war- 
rantable precedent, there is no analogy. 
No meml^r of congress, no high official in 
opposition to Mr. Lincoln ever referred to 
him by the opprobrious names Ingalla 
complaceutly resurrects. Indeed, during 
Lincoln's lirst troublous term, Mr. Hend- 
ricks, tbe Ueniocratic leader in the senate, 
was the constant adviser of his political 
adversary, and never alluded to him offi- 
cially in any other than the most decor- 
ously respectful terms. 
But even if 
Demócrata had so far forgotten good man- 
ners, to say nothing of the amenities of 
the senate, the things men did and said in 
the passionate controversies of war times 
would not be adopted by a self respecting 
public man in the normal discussions of a 
time of peace. 


But we shall watdi with interest the 
denoimcemeut of this crusade of black- 
guardism. 
Ingalls is proud of his inspir- 
ation. He deñantly announces his leader- 
ship in a campaign of malignancy and 
dirt throwing. He invokes the remnants 
of the men that filled up our armies 
during the civil war to unfurl the baimer 
of mendaiúty—to carry on the crusade of 
defamation.

Wild Horses of the Plains. 


I learned from an old ranchman somo 
curious facts about the wild horses of 
the plains. 
Every effort to destroy 
them has proved futile, and the aid of 
the territorial government is now to be 
asked to eradicate their bands. 
They 
have increased so wonderfully within 
the past few years that they have be- 
come an unbt-arable nuisance to the 
stock growers of the plains. 
They 
graze in hands of twenty, 
fifty, 
and 
even 1(M>, and are very difficult to ap- 
proach. 
An ••Id -talliou generally oc- 
ctipies soiuc «levation 
and he 
will 
trumpet an alarm to the herd if he sees 
any one coming. 
In times of danger 
from wild beasts the stallions form a 
circle and the mares and colts are put 
inside. 
The colts are often attacked 
by wolves or liocky Mountain 
lions, 
but they never su<;cee(l in killing a colt 
without a battle with the horses, 
and 
often the wolves und lions are kicked 
and beaten so badly that they have to 
beat a retreat without securing theit 
prey. 
The stallions are regular Mor- 
mons and get all the mares they can. 
They cross and 
recross the country, 
looking for mares and even proseljting 
for horses to enter their band. 
If cow 
ponies stray too far from the cattle or 
camp the first thing they know they 
are rounded up by an old stallion and 
driven off into the hiUs. 
Often a wild 
herd will discover a band of tame horses 
grazing- qniotly in the valley, with no 
intonli'ui of ieaving 
their 
range, but 
the l>an(l of wild horses, led on by their 
stallions, dash down into the valley, 
capture them, and carry them away. 
The wild stallions are shot without 
mercy by the ranchmen. If one is seen 
grazing oi. a hill he is sneaked upon 
and droi ped in his tracks. 
They are 
\ory alert and difficult to 
approach, 
but, like the tiuui; horse, 
are easily 
killeti 
A bullet in almost any part of 
the body will cause the horse to drop 
on the ])]ain. 


The Indians are the best wild-horse 
hunters, l.ut they do not like to be out 
in stormy weather, and they cannot 
stand the cold of the winter as well as 
white men. 
In a storm is the best time 
to hunt wild 
horses, 
for then 
they 
hunch 
and 
cannot see any one ap- 
proaching until it is too late to get oat 
nf the way of the bullets. 
It is gener- 
ally úseles.- for a hunter to attempt to 
run down a wild horse with a tame onsi 
The tame horse, weighted down by tha 
burden of the hunter's body, soon tires 
and the 
wild horse easily 
escapesb 
Sometimes the hmiters discover 
the 
tracks of wild horses near a 
stream, 
and they then hunt for their watering 
place. 
The band always waters at the 
same ])laee. and. although right on the 
stream, the liorses will go up or down 
it for a mile or niore in order to drink 
at their 
ivccustomed 
watering-place. 
Hiding in the brush or crawling to a 
bluff, the hunter lies in wait until the 
horses come to the water, 
and then 
shoot-8 them. 
It is difficult to catch 
them, as thev 
seem to know instinct- 
ively when hunters ure about, and if 
they even snspoct d.inger they will at 
once Iciive th»' localitv, 
A smoke or 
anything' u!iu->;ial will stampede them 
nnd they will run forty or fifty miles 
before letting up. Their sense of smell 
is very acute, uud on the 
wind side 
about a mile is as close as a hunter can 
get before beiu'4 discovered 
by his 
odor, aud the horses are off in a jiffy.— 
Xew y-or/i- Worl'l

Wild Horses cf the Vlaiaii 


I learned from an old ranchmen amna 


curious facia about the wild horses of 
the plains. Every effort to destroy 
them has proved futile, and the aid of 
the territorial government is now to be 
asked to eradicate their bands. They 
have increased so wonderfully •' within 
the past few years that they have be- 
come an unbearable nuisance to the 
stock growers of the plains. They 
graze in bands. of twenty, fifty, and 
even 100, and are very difficult to ap- 
proach. 
An old Htallioii generally oc- 


cupies . some elevation 'and he will 
trumpet an alarm to the herd if he sees 
any one coming. In times of danger 
from wild beasts tho atallions form » 
circle and the mares and colts are put 
inside. The colts are often attacked 
by wolves or Rocky Mountain lions, 
but they never succeed in killing a colt 
without a battle with the horses, an! 
of ten the wolves and lions an kicked 
and beaten so badly that they have to 
beat a retreat without securing their 
prey. The stallions sre.regular Mor- 
mons and get all the marcs they can. 
They.cross and reorosa the country, 
looking for mares and even proseljting 
for horses to enter their band. If cow 
ponies stray too far from the cattle or 
camp the first thing they know they 
are rounded up by an old stallion and 
driven off into the hills. Often B wild 
herd will discover a band of tame horses 
grazing qnietlv in the valley, with no 
intention of leaving their range, bnt 
the band of mid horses, led on by their 
stallions; dash down into the valley, 
capture them, and carrv them away. 
The wild stallions - are shot without 
mercy by the ranchmen. If one is seen 
grazing OL a hill he is sneaked upon 
and dropped in his tracks. They are 
very alert and difficult to approach, 
hat, like tho tumc horse, are easily 
killed. A bullet in almost any part of 
the body will cause the horse to drop 
on the plain. 


The Indians arethe best wild-hone 


hunters, but they do not like to be out 
in stormv' weath'er, and they cannot 
stand the* cold of the Winter as well as 
white men. In a storm is the best time 
to hunt .wild horses, for then they 
hunch and cannot see any one ap- 
proaching until it is too late to get oat 
of the way of the bullets. It is gener- 
ally usele'ss for a hunter to attempt to 
run down a wild horse with a tame one. 
The tame horse, weighted, down by tits 
burden of the hunter's body, soon tires) 
and the wild horse easily escapee. 
Sometimes the hunters discover the 
tracks of wild hones near a ntii'isia, 
and they then hunt for their watering 
place. The bund always water* at the 
same place, and,' although right on the 
stream, the horses will go up or down 
it for a mUo or more in order to drink 
at their accustomed watering-place. 
Hiding in the .brash . or crawling to a 
bluff, the hunter lies" in wait until the. 
horses come' to the water, and then 
shoots them. It is difficult to catch 
them, as they seem to know instinct- 
ively when hunters are about, and if 
they even suspect danger they will at 
once lenvo the locality. A smoke or 
anything unusual will stampede them 
nud they will run forty or fifty miles) 
before letting up. Their sense of smell 
Is very acntv, and on the wind side 
about a mile is as close as a hunter can 
get before being discovered by hie 
odor, and the horses are off in * jiffy.—
